NEW ELECTRIC BARBER POLE 



Ry Day It Revelvee and by Night it la 
lUumliialsd by a Omall RIasfMe 
Lemp. 

It ie said that the atrlped barber 
pole orlglaatM la theee geod old days 
whoa every barber waa duppoaed to 

be a aurgeon. In daya of old, when 
knlghta were bold, cuta, contualona, 
brulaea and wounds were not at all 
Infrequent. Then It waa part of tha 
barber's business to dress wounds. 
The striped pole served to guide the 
unfortunate one to the neareat ba^ 
ber-surgeon. Whether or not tbia skill 
In surgery helped when the rasor 
slipped Is not stated In history. 

Only recently has the barber pole 
been electrified. Ry day It revolvea 
and by night It Is illuminated by a 
small electric lamp. The electric or 
revolving barber pule has for a mid- 
dle aectlon a glaaa cylinder that la 
two feet or more In height by about 
eight Inchea In diameter, thia aectlon 
iMlng supported oa an omaaenui 
haaa or ea a ateat hmae red rtalBg 
tnm the aldawalh The gbtaa aaatloa 
of tha pole le eanaoantad hgr ai^ er> 
naaMBtal om.

Within the inner cylinder of the elec- 
tric revolving barber pole are two In- 
randnaceot electric Ughta by which 
the pole can be Illuminated at nigbt.
